“Another legend, quoted by the 
Geographic Board of Canada, is to 
the offect that Great and Lesser Slave 
Lakes and Slave River were named 
after a tribe of Indians that once 
dwelt in that region. These Indians 
called themselves Etchareottine, which 
means ‘the people dwelling in the shel- 
ter of the (Rocky) mountains.’ In 
contradistinction to other Northern 
Indians, who were caribou eaters and 
traveled widely in pursuit of game, the 
Etchareottines were fish eaters and 
kept to the lakes. When the more 
warlike Crees went on the warpath 
against the tribes on the Peace River, 
they came from the south in canoes to 
Lesser Slave Lake and, leaving their 
canoes there, proceeded overland. 
Finding that the lake-dwelling In- 
dians did not possess their own war- 
like attributes and ideas, the Cfees 
showed their contempt by bestowing 
on the lake dwellers the epiphet of 
‘awonak’ or ‘slaves.’

Revolu- 
tion, the most important settlement 
on the southern shore, is the meeting 
place of the Indian tr:i.ppers from east 
and west, north and south. The 
Southern Indians, the Crees and 
Chipewayans, are represented chiefly 
by the imported servants of the tra- 
ers, this point marking the northern 
limit of the influence of both these na- 
tions. Three highways lead from 
Resolution—one to the northwest fol- 
lowing the waters of the Mackenzie to 
Beaufort Sea, one due north to the 
country of the Yellow Knife Indians, 
and the third east to the lakes and 
plains of the Arctic prairies and the 
home of the caribou and musk ox. 
FORT RceLIANCE. 

“To the east a cruise of 200° miles 
along the shores of Grea: Llave Lake 
—one of the great lakes of the world 
with an approximate area of 11,500 
square miles—brings the traveller to 
From this point the 
trail leads overland until the head- 
waters of rivers flowing to Hudson 
Bay are reached. Here are the great 
Arctic prairies, a country well flower- 
ed by nature except with trees. 

“From any point of vantage can be 
seen an apparently endiéss endowed 
with grass, moss and Arctic flowers. 
Sparkling lokes nestle in the valleys, 
and winding streams disturb the 
quiet of the scene as they tumble 
their way down their many rapids to 
mingle their waters finally with those 
of far-distant Hudson Bay. 

“The rolling country is the home of 
the caribou, the wolf, the Arctic fox 
and the remnants of the few remain- 
ing herds of musk ox to be found on 
the mainland. The streams and lakes 
are plentifully stocked with fish, and 
their shores are the nesting grounds 
of many varieties of water..wl, The 
potenti4l wealth. of this. Arctic 
plains area lies in its undoubted 
ability to yield liberal supplies of 
meat and hides from caribou and 
‘other hardy animals, fish from its 
waters and fur from its hills. 

“Humanity is but poorly represent- 
ed on the Arctic prairies. A small 
band of Indians, who Winter along 
the northern fringe of timber, each 
Spring ‘follows the caribou in their 
northern migration, and lives entirely 
upon caribou meat and fish.

Mackenzie enters.a bolder and more 
rugged country, and for many miles 
the traveler is regaled with true 
Western mountain scenery. When 
the.river swings back to the foothills, 
Wrigley, a fur post active enough in 
Winter but presenting little of inter- 
est during the open season, is passed, 
and the journey is continued to Nor- 
man. This settlement stands on the 
high banks of the Mackenzie at the 
mouth of Great Bear River. The 
usual essentials of a northern post 
are here in evidence. The country, 
east and west for many miles, is trib- 
utary to this post. 

“The Great Bear River is the high- 
way to Great Bear Lake and the 
country beyond as far as Coronation 
Gulf, while to the west au overland 
trail follows the valley of the Gravel 
River to the headwaters of the Btew- 
art River and on to the Yukon. The 
Great Bear River is shallow and swift, 
but can be ascended by suitably con- 
structed power boats. Great Bear 
Lake is the largest lake in the north- 
land, covering an area of something 
like 12,100 square miles ,but its use 
as a transport route is limited to not 
more than three months in each sea- 
son, as it is icebound for the rest of 
the year. 

“Much of interest centres around 
Norman. Not only is it the trade 
centre of a large and productive dis- 
trict, but the scenic and mineral re- 
sources are also outstanding. A flew 
miles from the settlement lie lignitic 
coal beds of doubtful commercial im- 
portance, but spectacular, having 
burned continuously at least since the 
first exploration of the river by Mac- 
kenzie in 178). To the north of the 
post lies a prominent mountain 
known as Bear Rock, and along the 
western horizon lie the bold peaks of 
the Rocky Mountains. The burning 
of the coal seams and the three 
peculiar red stains, probably caused 
by oxide or fron, which show on the 
face of Bear Rock have given rise to 
a typical Indian legend. 

“Many years ago, according to the 
story, both the people and the game 
of this area were giants of their 
kind, A giant hunter armed with 


With his ar- 
rows he secured three of these, but 
several of his arrows which had 
missed their mark remained em- 
bedded in the river bottom, but one 
end still showing above the water.

- “The settlements of Arcilc Red 
River and McPherson are the trading © 
centres of the country entirely apart 
from the valley of the Mackenie to 
the south, McPherson was establish- 
ed early in the last century, and was 
at one time the gateway to the Yukon 
Valley.

across a comparatively low-lying 
country (leads to the headwaters of 
the Porcupine River, which joins the 
Yukon at Fort Yukon. The delta of. 
the Mackenzie marks the north-east- 
ern limits of a group of Indian tribes 
which spreads soutk and west to the 
valley of the Yukon. 


“The most northerly. post on the 
Mackenzie is onan island in the river 
delta that is known as ‘Aklavik,’. 
Meaning, in the Eskimo 
“Where the bear abounds.” Here the 
sun in Summer is visible throughout 
each of the twenty-fotly hours, and 
here is another important boundary 
between native racea—the meeting 
point of Indian and Eskimo. Orig- 
inally this area was controlled en- 
tirely by the Eskimo, but the Indians. 
following the white man have ex- 


‘tended their bunting grounds to the 


north, and the Eskimo are gradually r 


retiring to the Arctic coast line. 
“Aklavik is also the junction of 
two transporta:ion routes, one of 


which follows the Mackenzie Valley,. - 


while the other is the ocean route 
from Pacific Coast ports which leads 
through Bhering Sea and along the 
horthern coast of Alasku. Both 
routes have their drawbacks. The 
cost. via the river route is excessive, 
and on the ocean route there is the 
ever-present danger of loss of both 
ship ana cargo when rounding the 
northerly capes of Alaska. , 
“The shores of Beaufort Sea are 
still the undisputed heritage of the 
Eskimo.

Organized under the 
triple slogans of “Health, Service and 
Good Citizenship”. these eleven mil- 
lion school girls and boys are In truth 
very promising harbingers of peace 
among the nations, for they are in- 
tensely interested in the Juniors of 
all lands, with -~whom they continuous- 
ly exchange correspondence; they 
work wherever organized toward the 
same ends in the same ways; they 
begin to make international under- 
standing something more than a 
dream, “The front door of any lit 
tle school which has membership fn 
the Junior Red Cross,” says Philip 
Gibbs in “The People of Destiny,” 
“opens to the wide wo.ld, and the 
spirit of that school is directly in 
touch’ with the children of many coun- 
tries.”

Spain and with other European lands. 
In Asia Japan leads with the amazing 
total of 1,333,640 boys and girls or- 
ganized as Juniors, while # good be- 
ginning has been made in Siam and 
the Indian Punjab, with 50.000 more 
In the.government schools. In South 
Africa the Transvaal has been entei- 
prising enough to introduce the 
Junior Red Cross and some 10,000 
children follow the cult fa their class- 
rooms, While in <Australl- proper 
there are no less than 94,953 Juniors 
with an additional 12,500 In 
Zealand.

The 
afrival or departure of one of these 
portfolios is an affair of moment in 
any “Junior” classroom where all the 
children take the keenest interest in 
both preparation and reception of 
these treasures.

The Ontario Horticulturo, Associa- 
tion have done a govd service in issu- 
ing recommendation’s for the guidance 
of municipalities in planting and car- 
ing for stree: and roadside shade 
trees, The Association, composed of 
de‘egates from all parts of the pro- 
vinee, has alized the need of some 
better policy to take care of this mat- 
ter. Many tiles of highway are with- 
out trees of any kind and thousands 
of trees that once were an ornament 
to the country have been mutilated for 
accomodation. of companies 
stringing wire lines through the coun- 
try. At the convention held in To 
ronto recently a strung appeal was 


imade to the delegate: to do their ut- 


most to save the shade trees and 80 
help to pre erve the scenic beauty of 
their neighborhood:. To the extent 
‘hat this is done will the country at- 
tract tourists and derive revenue ac- 
cordingly. Recommendations for the 
guidance of municipalities were 
brought in by a tree committee ap- 
pointed-a, year ago. These dealt with 
the varieties that should be planted 
in towns and ecuntry places, and the 
distances apart they should be plant- 
ed. For the central and soutLern parts 
of the province such trees as White 
Ash, Hard Maple, Pin Uak, Tulip 
Tree and Oriental Plane may with ad- 
vantage be planted and not closer 
than 40 feet. For wider streets and 
boulevards the distance should be in- 
creased to 65 or 60 feet and on roads 
Tw feet. The varieties for the country 
planting should inciude Elms, Red Oak, 
Sugar Maple, White Ash, and Walnut, 
where these are indigenous to the lo- 
cality, The Soft Maple so commonly 
planted, was regarced as less suitable 


than many othe: varieties except for] - 


northern areas where they make a 
rather slow growth and mature into 
a more desirable shape. Such unsuit- 
able trees as the Manitoba Maple and 
Poplars, including Cottenwoods, the 
eccmmittee considered, should not be 
planted on any strect or roadway.

British War Office's Unofficial 
Defintion Leaves Old Ques- 
tion Unanswered, for 
Scotland Changes and 
Ita People Are Scat- 
tered Far 


London.—The old question, What is 
a Scotsman? bolus up again in a recent 
War Office decision that. recruits for 
the Scots Guards must in future be 
Scotsmen. To hopeful reporters hast- 
ening in search of an answer to one 
of the oldest and wwust difficu.t of 
questions, it has been revealed that 
the War Office has no official idea of 
what constitues a Scotsman, but un- 
officially it nolds .Lat a Scotsman is 
either (a) a man born in Scotland or 
Ab) the son of a Scotsman. 

The dificulties with the War Office’s 
formula are obvious. Uncer it, the 
Murphys of Glasgow and the Mul- 
vaneys of Dundee become Scotsmen 
despite the fact that they are never 
seen inside the ‘bonnie U. P. kirks.” 
Also, the Highland clansmen who have 
ches their claymores for generations 
in Hampstead, Wimbledon, Ealing and 
the other suburbs of London, are de- 
nationalized despit: the fact that they 
have made the English New Year’s 
Eve a festiva! of pipers, haggis, Auld 
Lang Syne and a’ that. Credit is 
due to the War Office, however, for at- 
tempting an 41.swer to one of the 
most unanswerable of current ethnic 
quertions, The Scotsman wears none 
of the easier tags of nationality. He 
carries no Scottish passport to iden- 
tify himself. Jegally, in fact, his 
nationality does not exist. The Stone 
of Destiny is in Westminster Abbey.

Nor, in ordinary usage, doe: the 
Scotsman employ, a Scotush language 
to iaentily hunself to foreigners. he 
talks the purest English, or, altern- 
ratively, if his palms are calivused 
with toil and his tongue with the Low- 
lana burr, h° is as likely to come 
trom the English as feém the Scot- 
tish side of the Lorder, It is true 
that if he-cofhes from abcve a line 
drawn roughly from the Kirth of 
Clyde on the ‘west const of Balmoral 
Castle and thence nerth to the Moray 
Firth’ on the east coast, he may be 
bilingual and speak Gaelic at his own 
heurthside. There are still about 160, 
000 bilingual Scctsmen in the High- 
lands; but Scottish Gaclic is never as 
evident to the ca:ual foreig er as the 
Gaelic of trelanc. In all ordinary 
usage, the Highland Scotsm«n talks 
the King’s English and so do at least 
the upper and middle classes in the 
Lowlands. The Lowland peasantry can 
usually manage the King’s English if 
it + ants to, but left to itself it talks 
a modern driect of the old Anglican 
English of Northumbria, the border 
burr that made Sir Harry Lauder 
famous. 

In dress, als., the Scotsman tends 
to be shy in the presence of foreign- 
ers..The visitor who expects to find 
kilts. in Princess Street and the tur- 
tan trews in Sauchichall Street is 
doomed to disappointment. The hum- 
vier tweds are used the world over, 
but, so far as the average foreigner 
is concerned, tartan plaids are seen 
mostly in the shop avindows. Scotland, 
it appears, is neither a continual 
Highland game, a continual clan gath- 
ering, a continual Mod of an Comunn 
Gaidhealach, nor has it been, at least 
since 1145. Even bagpipes in the 
Trossachs seem to have some myster- 
ious connection with the charabancs 
of tourists.

Homestead Filings Gain 


Immigration to Canada opened up 
e little brighter and more auspiciously 
in 1929, and should the increment re- 
corded in January, which is not a 
month of active movement, be con- 
tinued throughout the year the aggre- 
gate for the twelve months should 
come muth hearer the 200,000 mark, 
says a recent Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way bulletin. The total of new ar- 
rivals in January was 4,164, as com- 
pared with 3,692 in 1928, an increase 
of 12.78 per cent. Newcomers front 
the British Isles totaled 1,133, as com- 
pared with 771 in the previous year, 
an increase of 4695 pet cent. Citi- 
zens of the United States totaled 
1,578, as against 1,223, an increase of 
28.61 per cent. The number of en- 
trants from all other countries was 
1,458, against 1,698, a decline of 14.13 
per cent, 

Swelling the movement from across 
the international border, “which was 
the outstanding and most gratifying 
feature of the immigration situation 
in 1928,” says the bulletin, were 1,767 
Canadians who had made permanent 
homes in the United States and 
were returning to Canada to live, as 
compared with 1,683 in January, 
1928, an increase of 4.99 per cent. 

“The month of January likewise 
gave indication of an active year of 
land settlement, with every likelihood 
of its surpassing in this regard 1928, 
which was the most outstanding of 
the post-war period. Canadian farm 
lands are again coming strongly into 
the limelight as the cheapest of their 
kind in the world. New transporta- 
tion arrangements for the Peace River 
country of Northern Alberta have In. 
duced a flow of settlers into that terri- 
tory, which eonhied its population last 
year. 

“Projected new railway lines in yet 
unexploited territory in the North- 
west is focusing attention upon set- 
tlement possibilities there. Vacant 
lagds in developed communities. are 
proving more attractive to newcom- 
ers with small capital. Considerable 
expansion is taking place in the Irrl- 
gated sections of Southern Alberta. 
There is every sign that a consider- 
able volume of new colonization will 
be accomplished in 1929, 


Homestead Filings Gain 
“Homestead filings, after recording, 


,,an increase of nearly 150 per cent. in 


1928 over 1927, started off the year 
with a further increment of 66 per 
cent., 761 homesteads. being filed 
upon in January, compared with 457 
in the corresponding month of the 
previous year. Alberta showed 386 
filings, against 201 in 1928, this being, 
largely due to new acreage taken ap | 
in the Peace River country, which sec- 
tion accounted for 33 per cent. of the 
Provinces filings in 1928, Filings in 
Saskatchewan rose from 194 to’ 309, 
both Prince Albert and Moose Jaw 
offices recording large increases.

“Canadian farm lands ,though still 
cheaper than others of ‘their class 
elsewhere, are rising steadily in 
value. In 1901 the average acre of 
farm land in Canada, improved and 
unimproved ,together with buildings 
thereon, was $22.13 per acre, whereas 
in 1911 it bad risen to $30.41, and in 
1928 was worth $38. Taking the Pro- 
vince of Alberta as typical of West- 
ern Canada in 1901, the average acre 
was worth $6.12; in 1911, $21.71, and 
in 1928, $28, the rise in the first de. 
eade of the century exhibiting the 
effect of active settlement. Due to 


, their higher productive value in the 


last few years farm land values in 
many Provinces have risen lately. 

“Also because farm labor Is com- 
ing to be increasingly regarded as the 
logical and surest road to farm own- 
ership, the Governmcnts figures on 
farm wakes prevailing last year have 
interest. The demand for faym 
workers in Canada at all times is 
greater than the supply. Last year 
tlie Canadian Pacific Railway was 
able to fill only about half of the ap- 
plications filed with it for single male 
workers, much less than half of those 
for domestics, and only about a quar- 
ter of those for families on farms, 

“For the hag, See Canada the aver- 
age wages per month of farm’ help 
during the summer season of 1928 
were for men $40 and for women $24. 
In addition, the value of the board fs 
placed at $23 for men and $20 for 
‘Women. The total wages and board 
thus amounted to $63 for men and 
$44 for women. In Western Canada 
wages were higher, being $61 and 
$41 respectively in Manitoba; $69 and 
347 in Saskatchewan; $72 and $49 In 
Alberta, and $77 and {52 in British

Yield Declining 


Largely lhcreased Costs of 
Production the Cause of 
Diminution 


Melbourne, Vic.—Gold is to be | 
found practically all over Australia, i 
but for various reasons, not the least | 
of them labor troubles and conse- 
quently largely increased costs of 
production, the yield is declining 
| very considerably. In 1928 the total 

| gold obtained was 457,201 ounces fine, 

which is 47,856 ounces less than in 
1927. The decrease applies to ull 
states. 

In Victoria the. amount won was 
less by 4,621 ounces than in 1927, and 
the New South Wales yield fell short 
by 5,200 ounces, The closing of the 
rich Mount Morgan mine in Queena- 
land, which also abounds in copper, 
gave Queensland a very low return,

the soil is dry enough in the spring not 
thinking of the cold frosty, weather that 
is to follow, the result being that many 
seeds rot in the grovnd without germin 
ating and others germinate but soon af 
ter the plants appear above ground they 
are killed by the frost. It is, then, des- 


jrable to have some idea of the kinds of | 
seed which may be sown very early and | 


those plants of which the seeds should 
not be planted until the soil is warmer 
or danger of frost nearly over. 

Among the hardiest annual plants 
grown for their flowers are sweet Aly- 
tsum Calendula or Pot Marigold, Can- 
dytuft, Cornflower, Coreopsis, Cosmos, 
Eschscholtaia, Larkspur, Linaria, Nas- 
turtium, Poppy, Virginian Stock, Sweet 
Pea, These may be sown as soon as the 
soil is dry enough. Among the tender 
annuals are Nasturtium, Zinnia, Aster, 
Stocks, Balsams, seéd of which should 
not be sown until the soil heats’ up some 
what and there is little danger of frost 
after the plants are up. The temptation 
‘is to plant geraniums outside too early 
especially when they have been inside 
all winter, but in most places in Gan- 
ada they should not be planted outside 
until near the end of May or the begin- 
ning of June. Gadiolus corms may be 
planted ag soon as the soil is dry enough 
but Cannas and Dahlias should not be 
planted until danger of frost is over. 
The earlier the, Roses are planted in 
the spring, the more likely they are to 
grow.

since it became certain that the Ola 
Age Pensions Act was coming, indicat~ 
ing that many old folks find them- 
selves more welcome at the old fire- 
' side now that they are assured of stea- 
dy income. — Exchange.

SAW MILLIONS OF BIRDS 


An unusual experience,ia voyage 
on the Yaiu River in Chix: in a sail- 
boat in company with natives, .s re- 
jated in a recent issue o1 Natural 
History, journal of the Amévican Mu- 
stum of Natural History, Ly William 
Douglas Burden a trustee of that in- 
stitution. 

“At Peking, where 1 was to join 
Mason Sear for a puritit of the 
great Asiatic sheep on the Sino-Msn- 
golian frontier, I heard of conditions 
on the Yalu River, border of Man- 
churia, which sent me off at once on 
a hurried preliminary trip,’ he says. 
“J had been given to understand that 
there were millions and millions of 
ducks and geese down on the low:2r 
reaches of that river in September, 
and although I could not verify the 
statement in Peking, the prospect was 
so inviting that I decided to go. Ac- 
intentions 
to the Amtrican con:ui at Antung. 

“The Yalu. River forms the bound 
ary between Manchuria and Korea. 
The Port of Antung is on the Chi- 
nese side of the river, but, to all In- 
tents and purposes, the Japanese con- 
trol the city. They own the silk 
which is expo:ted in such jarge quan- 
tities, and they own the lumber which 
comes down the river frem the Man- 
churian forests to the no~‘hward. 

“The natural beauty of Antung it- 
self is nothing to ooast of, and the 
sight that greets your ey2s when you 
get off the train at‘5 o’ lock in the 
morning may well be left undescribed. 
A rickshaw was at hand, and I pro- 
ceeded to the Eagle’s Nest—the Am- 


‘lerican Consulate—a little hovel situ- 


ated high above the city, of which we 
should properly be ashamed Mr. 
Langdon, the consul, met me at the 
gate, and I was delighted to find that 
all necessary arrangements had been 
made for a trip to the mouth of the 
river. 
TRAVEL ON A SAMPAN, 

“A few hours later we were on our 
way, Langdon and I sprawled out on 
the deck of our sampan, while a pair 
of ‘missing iinks,) who squatted on 
their haunches in the stern, guided 
our craft through the maze of junks 
that lined the bank four an five rows 
deep. The sampan was ours for three 
days at approximatoly 50 cents a day, 
an the luxury we enjoyed.was in pr>- 
portion to .xverse. We hoisted sail 
and the wind and tide helped us on 
our way. “ 

‘The river life was fascinating. 
Here coolies were unloudcing lumber, 
shanting as they worked. Never have 
{ listened to such cadence or swing. 
{t sounded almecst like a roundelay, 
with a soloist to giv- the cue. Russian 
boat songs are famcus for their sweep 
and rhythm, but nothing could be more 
enthralling than this singing on the 
Yalu River. Whon.a large n.mber of 
men sing as they work the energy 
that they put into their work is re- 
vea'ed in the song, and the rise and 
fall of hundreds of voices coming 
across the ‘vat . from a distance is 
thrilling. 

“Other junks, laden to the water’s 
edge, were being towed upstream by 
means of ropes tttoched to the bank, 
and every heave was accompanied] a 
with a renewed burst of song. But all 
this activity I am describing was 
Chinese. The iazy Korean anchored 
his poat and sat motionless, pipe in 
mouth and ca,sewire hat on head, and 
waited for the turn of the tide. 

“By the middle of the afternoon we 
had reached the flats, and here we 
beheld a most extraordinary thing— 
countless rrillions of birds. As Lang- 
on said, it was the sort of thing you 
read about, but seldom see yourself. 
Sometimes he /éky was black with 
geese, and sometimes black with 
ducks. Sometimes it was the water 
that was covered with them in every 
direction as far as the eye’ could see, 
and sometimes the flat mud marshes 
for miles on end were alive with mov- 
ing bodies. When all the geese flew 
up together the noise of their wings

filled the air, soundirg one moment 
like an express train and ch. next like 
some gigantic waterfall. HK was a 
poradise for the ornithologict; 1 don't 
believe that there is anythirg else in 
‘he world like the lower reaches of 
the Yalu River in late September. 


HUNTING WILD FOWL. 


“We hunted until dark, We had 
no ‘blinds’ of aoy kind, so the hunting 
consisted largeiy of wading around 
knee-deep in ‘he softest kirg of mud, 
searing the birds as we went. It was 
almost hopeless—-a real ‘wild goose 
chase,’ 

“With millions of targets dangling 
before our eyes, it was astonishing 
how hard it was to score a kill. When 
there was sufficient cover it, the form 
of long grass ang reeds to use as 
biind, the oniy geese that flew over 
were so high out of range. We had 
to lie down in the soft, wet mud and, 
while try'ng to resemble a log, crane 
our necks in every directien to be 
ready for any Lird that happened to 
come close enough for a shot. -‘Wh7n 
a bean goose was seen coming over we 
would wait till the very last moment 
before making a move. Thei. we would 
jump up and shoo. as quickly as pos- 
sible. By the tim we could fire, how- 
ever, the goose would already have 
turned. Under these conditions the 
satisfaction of seeing a great gander 
come tumbling out of the sky with a 
flop into the mud can well be imagin- 
ed. It was shooting under difficulties, 
but before dark we got about eighteen 
birds—Asiatie duck, mallard, teal and 
geese—and we had worked hard for 
every one, 

“At sunset tremenous flocks of 
ducks, stretching out sometimes for 
a quater of a mile in the sky, went 
whirring overhead, always too high, 
ard away into the west. Flock after 
flock came by in endless succession, 
teal and then mallard, then Asiatics 
and more mallard. Away they went, 
with the speed of the wind, into the 
sunset. One could. keep them in sight 
for several minutes, a scattering of 
black dust against the crimson sky, 
and then they would swing south on 
their great migration. Thousands 
upon thousands upon thousands of 
ducks must have-left the marshes that 
evening. As it grew dark one could 
no longer see, but one could still hear 
them.the whistling of millions of 
wings passing overhead.

understand a word of English. It 
pleased them to observe the foretgners 
sLifting for themselves. 

“As I dozed off to sleep, | could 
still hear geese honking on the mud 
flats—just a jumble of so‘n ds it was, 
broken occasionally by the wild ery 
ot some lonely gander flying low over- 
head in search of a night’s resting 
place. 

“At the earliest streaks of dawn 
wo were awakened br a terrific bom- 
bardment of firecvackers from a near- 
by passing junk. The coolies, I was 
surprised to see, held the explosives in 
their hands as they weat of, and there 
was much: talk and bickering over it 
all. Langdon felt certain that ‘Chi- 
nese man catch plenty face’ shooting 
off firecrackers, This cr:ving for face 
he thought was the cause of the bom-

“Sometimes crowds of Chinese were 
singing roundelays:on deck, end as the 
sound would grow faint ‘in the dis- 
tace, the elusive beauty of it seemed 
to slip out of reach on the night wind. 
We sat listening intently. . There was 
a gentle ripple on the water, and I 
remember distinctly one junk that 
salied right across the path of the 
refected moonbeams, with her beautti- 
ful square-ribbed sails gracefully 
swollen in the sreeze. The sound of 
singing came pulsating now faint, 
now strong, across the water, and it 
seemed that in that single picture was 
reflected all the romance of the East. 

‘We reached Antung at midnight, 
and with bag and baggage over our 
heads, wandered up through squalid 
narrow streets till we secured rick- 
shaws. When we arrived at the Con- 
sulate, it was doubl7 guarded by Chi- 
nese soldiers.

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Strange Idea May 


Prove Feasible 
Monacan Has Plan to Bridge 
English Channel; Hopes 
to Get $410,000,000 
Capital in U.S. 


Paris.—-A monumental scheme for 
solving the preblem of establishing 
direct communi-ation between Eng- 
land and the Continent of Europe by 
the construction of two islands and 
a bridge connecting both with the 
mainland has been presented to Am- 
erican officials in Paris by its author, 
Theodore F, Butavand, State Council 
of Monaco, in charge of bridges and 
highways. 

Mr. Butavand has devoted several 
years to elaboration of the plan and 
is confident that, at least in thegry, 
he hase overcome most of the objec- 
tions and engineering difficulties in- 
volved. 

Mr. Butavand hopes the American 
officials will forward his plans to 
Washington and that American capi- 
tal will be attracted. The total of 
the “project would be something like 
$410,000,000, he figurés. This would 
be met by the sale of land on \the is- 
lands. Butavand estimates that after 
public highways have been constructed 
there will remain 10,000,000 square 
meters of property which would be 
easily saleable at 1,000 francs (about 
$40) a square meter. " 

Actording to the engineer, two long 
sandbars now exist at a points sixteen 
kilometers off the coast at Cap Gris 
Nez.

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Old “Air Castle” Put to New Use 
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To Finance Canadian Farm- 
Development 

Ottawa, Canada—Provision for the 
better financing of farm development 


in Canada is being made by the new- 
ly organized Canadian Farm Loan 
Board authorized under Act of Parlia- 
ment of the Canadian Government, 
Loans up to fifty, per cent. of the 
value of land for agricultural purposes 
and twenty per cent. of the value of 
buildings thereon may be made upon 
the security of a first-mortgage on 
such lands by the Board for the pur- 
chose of farm lands, improvement 
and cultivation of farm lands, or for 
the payment of existing liabilities. 

Provision is made that the borrow- 
er, by the payment of a stipulated rate 
per annum on his loan will discharge 
both loan and interest in periods. of 
twenty-three or thirty-two years, as 
desired, although he may prepary his 
loan if he so wishes: The rate of 
interest has not been definitely fixed 
but will probably be in the neighbor. 
hood of 6% per cent. On this basis 
the total rate paid by the borrower 
will be 7% per, cent, on a thirty-two 
year loan or 8% per cent. on a twenty- 
three year loan, which will discharge 
both principa land interest. 

A feature of the scheme is that 
each borrower becomes a shareholder 
in the Board in company with the 
Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments, and will receive his share of 
the profits of the Boards operations. 
Loans Will be made only to settlers 
furnishing ample security. Upto the 
present the provinces which have en- 
teréd into the Federal Farm Loan 
Scheme are British Columbia, Alberta, 
Manitoba, ‘Quebec, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia. 
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Canada's life insurance companies 
issued in 1928, in the Dominion and 
élsewhere, a total net amount of pald- 
for business of $1,082,580,969, this 
amount exceeding that of 1927 by 
$182,473,902 ,or 20.3 per cent.

SOY BEANS FOR FORAGE 

The soy bean, though grown quite 
extensively in some parts of Canada, 
for stock feeding, is comparatively 
little known in many districts. It is 
Being found useful on many farms in 
the central and south-wetsern portions 
of Ontario, The plant has a rather 
bushy habit of growth, ranging from 
eighteen inches to five or six feet In 
height. It is a heavy yielder of pods 
and seeds and, therefore, makes a 
very Tich food for live stock. It has a 
strong tap root and numerous root- 
lets, and being a leguminous plant, it 
bears nodules on the roots which en- 
ables it to add to its nourishment the 
nitrogen of the air. This plant is de- 
scribed in Pamphlet No, 93 of the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
which recommends inoculating the 
seed before planting.. The culture 
necessary for the inoculation Is of- 
fered free by the Experimental Farms 
at Ottawa, on condition that those 
who use it will report the results of 
the crop the following autumn. Soy 
beans are sown like other cereals, in 
rows or drills, usually in spaces from 
28 to 32 inches apart. About half a 
bushel of seed will plant an acre when 
sown by hand, or when a drill is used 
that will drop the seed two or three 
inches apart in the rows. When the 
grain drill is used with some of the 
drills blocked up, about one and one- 
quarter bushels of seed will be neces- 
sary. Some cultivation during the 
summer is necessary for a full crop. 
The crop may be uséd satisfactorily 
as hay or pasture. It also may be al- 
lowed to ripen its seeds, which are 
very rich in oil and protein, making 
it necessary when it is fed to stock to 
use it sparingly with other grain. 
Many varieties of the soy bean have 
been tried by the Experimental Farms. 
The heaviest yielders have been found 
to Le Mandarin’a: Chicatown Echo.

Good Waffles 

A recipe for waffles that will please 
the palate of the most fastidious: 

2 cupfuls flour, 1 teaspoonful salt, 
1% cupful milk, 2 eggs beaten separ- 
ately, 4 to 6 tablespoonfuls shorter 
ing, melted, 4 teaspoonfuls baking- 
powder. ; 

Sift together che flour anc salt, add 
the milk slowly, then the beaten yolks 
and shortening.. Fold in the beaten 
whites and baking-powder, and bake 
at once. The batter should be thick 
enough so that a spoon drawn through 
it makes a “track” for a moment. The 
baking-powder may be sifted with the 
flour, but a little fillip is given to the 
delicacy of the result if it fs added 
with the whites. 

The sour-milk waye is more tender. 
To make it, substitute the same 
amount of sour milk as sweet In the 
foregoing recipe, adding % teaspoon. 
ful of soda and using only 1 teaspoon- 
ful of baking-powder. Any griddle- 
cake batter that you like may be used 
for waffles by increasing the fat to 
at least 2 tablespoonfuls for every 
cupful of flour. If you like, you can 
add such materials as dates, raisins, 
nuts, all chopped fine, or green corn.

Winston ‘Churchill gave a narrative 
in his record book which contained 
bitter animus against British Labor. 
He puts the blame for mutiny on the 
Labor Corps, whick he describes as: 
“the least disciplined part of the 
army, which had seen the least of the 
fighting, and was most closely assocl- 
ated with. political Trade Unionism.” 
Mr, Churchill goes on to speak of 
Byng bringing two fighting divisions 
against the mutineers, and “the sol- 
diers of these divisions were roused to 
indignation at the news that demobill- 
zation was being obstructed by com 
rades of theira who had in no wise 
borne the brunt of the fighting.” 


Bubble Pricked 


This account sounds plausible and 
it fits In with class prejudice against 
political trade unionism and the ro- 
mantic glorification of fighting troops. 
But Lord Byng pricks the bubble of 
Churchillian rhetoric. Byng says 
there were two distinct elements of 
trouble. The first was the strike 
based on erievances; the second was 
a mutiny against discipline. 

The strike was by the Labor Corps. 
The mutiny was by fighting troops 
who had returned from leave. 

Lord Byng met and talked with 
the leaders of the strikers and he was 
convinced they had legitimate griev- 
ances. 


Byng says:

Dr. Tao found that the average total 
earning of the 600 households was 
only $157 Mexican, a little more than 
$76 gold per year for an average of 
more than four persons. Living in 
the simplest possible manner, the in- 
vyestigators found that the 500 fami- 
lies spent about $1 gold per year on 
food for the family, the remaining 
$26 gold having to cover everything. 

Of the 6157 Mexican, which repre- 
sents the yearly earnings of a family, 
only $68 Mexican (about $35 gold) is 
derived from handicrafts, the rest 
coming from other work. In the 500 
families studied, there were 934 handi- 
craft workers skilled in some form of 
handwork. Their daily earnings 
ranged from 214 to 11 cents gold, the 
highest paid not receiving enougir for 
10 or 12 hours of work to live on. 

Dr. Tao believes it will not be long 
before the handicraft worker will en- 
tirely disappear.

Premier Heads Effort to Pre-

A new and vigorous effort is being 
made to preserve the setting and . 
surroundings of Stonehenge, that mya- 
terious legacy from early British civi- 
lization.

Brandon, Manitoba, 
Farm, cucumbers were grown both in 
rows and in hills, The result showed 
the row method to be much superior. 
According to the Report of the Super- 
intendent for 1928, published by the 
Dept. of Agriculture at Ottawa, when 
the hill play>was followed the hills 
were made six feet apart each way. 
When the row system was introduced 
the rows were put four feet apart and 
the piants thinned to 4 reasonable dis- 
tance. The crops from an area of two 
hundred square feet amounted to 15 
fruits from the rows and 62 from t 
ills. These results were obtained with 
the variety called Davis Perfect. The 
contrast was about equally great with 
the variety Long Green from which
